NEW YORK, May 10. It became 
known today that Rev. Kerr Boyce 
Tupper, formerly of Louisville, Ky., 
who was brought here from Philadel- 
nhia to be the successor of Dr. George 
C. Lorimer in the pulpit of the Madi- 
Son Avenue Baptist Church, tendered 
his resignation last Sunday and it was 
accepted immediately. 

Inquiry developed that Dr. Tupper had 
been ill for several weeks and was now 
an inmate of a sanitarium, endeavor- 
ing to recover his health. 

It was learned from one church mem- 
ber that an impression was abroad in 
the congregation that Dr. Tupper's fail- 
ing health and final decision to give up 
the pulpit which Lorimer had occupied 
with such distinction had been due to 
the wear of having his efforts forever 
compared with those of his predecessor.

| Asserts He Will Fight Habeas 


Corpus Proceedings Brought 
in St. Louis,

George S. Mathews, Sheriff of Travis 
County, Texas, who will take H. Clay 
Pierce to Austin as a prisoner to stand 
trial on a charge of false swearing it 
the Federal Court decides that the oil 
magnate may be extradited, arrived tm 
the city Friday and spent tHe day con- 
ferring with Chief of Police Creecy and 
Attorney George W. Allen, the represen- 
tative of the Attorney-General of Texas. 

Sheriff Mathews is a man of average 
stature, but has a swarthy complexion 
and a powerful muscular development. 
He says he did not bring any handcuffs 
or Texas boots, as he anticipates that 
he will have no trouble in taking Pierce 
to Texas if he can. get him. 

“If the case is decided Saturday and 
Pierce is delivered into my custody, 
I shall probably start home Saturday 
night,”’ said Sheriff Mathews to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I am busy and 
don't want to be detained here any 
longer. I was informed of the habeas 
corpus proceedings before I left Aus- 
tif, but expected to find Assistant At- 
torney-General Lightfoot here. When Y 
got to St. Louis I learned for the first 
time that Mr. Lightfoot was gone. 


Much Interest Shown, 


“The Pierce case has created consid- 
erable interest in Texas, but the people 
generally do not understand it in de- 
tail. 1 anticipate that if we can get 
him to Texas to stand trial there will 
be great interest in the case. 

“IT am not a lawyer, but it 
me that the proper way for Mr. Pierce 
to proceed, if he is innocent, £0 
to Texas and fight the case there. If 
the court here denies us the right to ex- 
tradite him the indictment will stand 
against him there and will be a barrier 
to him entering the State. If at any 
future time he should visit Texas he 
would be subject to arrest and prosecu- 
tion. He canit get rid of the indictment 
by appealing to the Federal courts here 
to prevent extradition. 

“T have just learned that the Gover- 
nor has instructed Mr. Allen to employ 
counsel to represent Texas at the hear- 
ing on the extradition question.

WINTER WHEAT, 82.9, 
SAYS FEDERAL REPORT. 


Area Under Cultivation Less Than 
Reported Sown. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The official 
crop report, issued today at 12:30 p. m. 
by the Department of Agriculture, cov- 
ering the period up to May 1, 1907, was 
as follows: 

Winter wheat condition, 82.9; area re- 
maining under cultivation, 28,132, ; win- 
ter rye, condition, 88; meadow mowing 
lands, 83.6; spring pastures, condition, 
79.6; spring plowing contemplated, 71.5; 
spring planting, 47 per cent actually 
done up to May 1, 1907. The area of 
winter wheat remaining in cultivation 
on May l, 1s 11.2 per cent, or about 3,- 
533,000 acres less than the area re- 
ported as sown last tall and 5 per cent, 
or about 1,468,000 acres less than the area 
of winter wheat reported as harvested 
last year. 

The average condition of the growing 
winter wheat crop on May 1, namely, 
82.9, is compared in the report with 89.9 
on April 1, 1907, 90.9 on May 1, 1906, 92.5 
on May 1, 1905 and 85.5, the mean of the 
May averages for the last ten years. 

The average condition of meadow 
lands on May 1 was 83.6, against 92.0 on 
May 1, 1906; 93.3 on May 1, 1906, and 990.4, 
the mean of the May averages of the 
last ten years. 

The average condition of spring pas- 
tures on May 1 Was 79.6, against 91.4 on 
May 1, 1906: 92.3 on May 1, 199, and 89.2, 
the mean of the May averages of the 
last ten years. The 47.0 r cent of 
spring planting reported as having been 
completed on May 1 is compared with 
53 per cent a year ago.

His Mind Still Strong. 


Senator Platt is feeble in body, but 
his mind seems to be as alert and ac- 
tive as it was when he was the boss of 
the Republican party in New York. 
The weather was so bad that the Sena- 
tor had decided not to go down to the 
United States express office. He Was 
dn a talkative and reminiscent mood. 

“You will find,” said Senator Platt, 
“a good deal that is interesting in that 
‘book down there,"’ and he pointed to a 
fat ‘scrapbook under a table near his 
chair. Examination of the book showed 
that it was a collection of cartoons 
prior to 1896, with Mr. Platt figuring 
in every one of them. Naturaliy most 
of the cartoons were hostile to Platt. 
As the reporter turned over the leaves 
the Senator said: 

“The cartoonists have always been my 
good friends.

ness. 

Thomas Lahey, a member. of the 
firm of T. E. Price & Co., said: 

“This firm was not represented at any 
meeting Wednesday night. We have 
a membership in the Chicago Board of 
Trade and the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change. 

“We are strictly legitimate and we 
will not eclose.. The new law does not 
affect us in any way.’’ 

A representative of the Brown Com- 
mission Co. said: 

“We will remain in business as here- 
tofore.

Say Frisco Disaster Set Them 
Back a Half Century. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 











NEW YORK, May 10.—Every dollar 
of profit made by the insurance com- 
panies since 1860 and $79,000,000 besides 
was swept away by the San Francisco 
disaster, according to figures submitted 
by President G. W. Burchell at the an- 
nual meeting of the National Board 
of Underwriters. The total property 
loss at Frisco was $350,000,000, of which 
the insurance companies shouldered 
nearly $225,000,000.. The burned area In- 
cluded 25,000 buildings on oe) city 
blocks, covering 3000 acres. Twenty 
companies had to suspend. ee 

The total fire loss in the United 
States since 1860 amounts to $2,453,545,060, 
on a total insurance of $495,867,694,531. 
Of these losses the New York com- 





panies have paid $714,000,000. There is 
now nearly $5,000,000 less capital invest- 
ed in fire insurance companies than 
there was 25 years ago. There are 300 
companies now in the United States, 
and in the last 50 years nearly 1000 
have failed and retired. Taxation, the 
president said, amounts to 3 per cent on 
the premiums.

BODY FOUND ON FLOOR 


Proprietor of House Believes 
Case Was Not One of 
Suicide, 


The Coroner's inquest into the death 
of Jamies J. Kelly, prominent real,éstate 
man, Who was found dead in his room 
at the Franklin Hotel, Sarah street and 
Westminster place, began Friday. 

There was testimony that illuminat- 
ing gas, flowing from a leak in a pipe 
in the hall just outside of Keliy’s room, 
had penetrated his apartment, and also 
testimony that Kelly was in the habit 
of drinking considerable liquor. 

Dr. James B. Richard, the autopsy 
physician, reported that Kelly had a 
“distinct alcoholic fatty liver.” He gave 
the probable cause of death as heart 
failure from dilatation and fatty de- 


generation. He did not know ‘about 
the gas fumes in the room. 

Attorney J.. Butler McCormick testi- 
fied that he had known Kelly for 18 
years, and six months ago had drawn 
up a will for him. Kelly was divorced, 
and wished to make provision for his 
li-year-old daughter, who is a_ pupil 
in a convent at Springfield, Mo. The 
girl is expected to Come to St. Louis 
for her father’s body. 

M. T. Lewis, proprietor of the hotel, 
said Kelly had lived there about a 
year. He said that Kelly had last been 
seen alive about the hotel Tuesday 
night : 

J. Butler McCormick, Kelly’s attor- 
ney, went to the hotel Thursday after- 
noon to find out tme cause of Kelly's 
absence from his downtown haunts, 
and, after breaking into the room, 
found Kelly’s body on the floor: Kelly 
and his wife had been divorced. 

A saloon keeper at Sarah and Olive 
streets told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Kelly was in his saloon at 7 o’clock 
Monday morning. He took two drinks 
of whisky, went out and later returned 
and called for more. The saloon keeper 
said Kelly must have had a great deal 
to drink during the interim. He said 
he refused to sell Kelly any more 
drinks because of his condition, and 
told Kelly to go home. 

It is known that Kelly was planning 
to build some flats in the West End as 
an investment. 

The information which caused Mce- 
Cormick to go to the hotel to find out 
if anything was wrong with Kelly was 
given him over the telephone by a girl 
stenographer, aged 16 years, who 
worked in Kelly’s office. She called 
the lawver up anu told him that she was 
afraid something had happened, as ther 
employer had not appeared at the of- 
fice Friday morning. 

A tenant in the Real Estate Building, 
in which Kelly’s office is located, who 
refused to give his name, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the stenogra- 
pher had often entreated Kelly to give 
up drinking.

Washington and elsewhere for years 
Persons outside the territory have ex- 
presed astonishment at the intensity 
of the political vendettas that have 
been waged in al! parties, and many 
have become convinced that the aver- 
age Oklahoma politician carries pis- 
tols in all his pockets. 

No sooner does an Oklahoman  be- 
come a candidate for office than the 
departments at Washington are flood- 
ed with charges and affidavits against 
his character and his fitness for pub- 
lic service. Should he be lucky enough 
to overcome this oposition, the lines 
are reformed and there is sleepless ac- 
tivity to remove him from Office. 

An Incessant Strife. 

This incessant strife has existed in 
both parties, but more notably in the 
Republican, for the reason that the 
Democrats have not been in power in 
Washington since the retirement of 
Cleveland. When the latter was in of- 
fice, the Democratic party in Okla- 
homa was as discordant as the Repub- 
licans have ever been, and a factional 
division was made that exists now. 
In the days of the free silver propa- 
ganda in Oklahoma, to brand a Demo- 
crat as a Cleveland Democrat, or a 
gold standard Democrat, was the limit 
of factional scorn, 

Factional strife in the political par- 
ties in Oklahoma has been due to some- 
thing over which the parties have no 
control. A majority of the more im- 
portant offices have been filled by pres- 
idential appointment. The men who 
won these offices were the men who 
had the greatest influence with the na- 
tional administration. Applicants for 
appointment were forced to depend not 
upon the voters of the State but upon 
the showing they could make in Wash- 
ington. A faction in power today might 
be unhorsed tomorrow by a change in 
the national administration, and every 
turn of the wheel of national politics 
raised or wrecked the fortunes of a 
faction. 

Democrats Grow Warlike. 

The approach of statehood found 
party leaders in separate camps, and 
all ambitious to mold the policies and to 
control the organization of the party 
as it should exist under statehood. Hav- 


ing won overwhelmingly in the election 
of delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention, and confident that the Demo- 
cratic party would be supreme in the 
State, Democratic politicians began a 
struggle for mastery of the situation. 
They are now grappling in this strug- 
gie, and hope of its cessation until after 
one or two elections is futile. The dis- 
astrous defeat of the Republicans in 
the delegate elegtion has chastened Re- 
publican leaders, and the danger of fur- 
ther humiilation is bringing factional 
leaders together to an extent not 
dreamed of a year ago.

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Three Measures Pending Before 
the Present Municipal 
Assembly. 








TWO FOR STREET TUBES 





Street Railway Bill Also Comes 
Under the Provisions for 
Regulating Rates. 


Prospective public service corpora- 
tions and individual promoters of pub- 
lic service schemes asking franchises 
from the Muinicipal Assembly will be 
affected by the new State law giving St. 
Louis the right to fix rates charged by 
these concerns, if franchises are 
granted. 

Among those directly affected are the 
Central Interurban Traction Co., 4 
prujected street car utility; Edmund 
Manney Hodgman and Eugene H. Ab- 
adie, who want to operate pneumatic 
package tubes in, over and under all 
thoroughfares and S. Mark Dodd, H. B. 
Balllet and Joseph Knapp, who desire 
to operate conduits and tunnels under 
all streets, for the distribution of steam 
and hot water. 

The Central Interurban Traction Co. 
has for its financial spokesman, Charles 
Gutke. 

The bill was introduced in the City 
Council by Mr. Cramer and in the 
House by Mr. Paule. It has progressed 
in the routine of legislation of both 
branches of the Assembly to its sec- 
ond reading and is now in the hands 
of the Railway Committee of each 
branch. 

Route and Features. 

The projected route begins on Ala- 
bama avenue at the southern city lim- 
its, and after traversing a section of 
the city near and parallel to California 
avenue, it strikes Pine street and runs 
toward the river, most of the way over 
the tracks of the United Railways Co. 
Two other divisions paraJjlel the first 
through the southern. gection of the 
city, somé distance away. 

Features of the proposed road are the 
provision that the tracks shall be car- 
ried over the free bridge to be built by 
the city; that the downtown tracks of 


the United Railways Co. shall be used | 


almost entirely, the only exceptions 
being two or three minor connections 
which the promoters would construct, 
and bridges across the River des Peres 
at Alabama avenue and over the tracks 
of the ‘:erminal Railway at Ewing 
avenue, constructed at the company’s 
own expense. 

The time limit clauses state that work 
shall be commenced on the system with- 
in six months after the approval of the 
ordinance and that all divisions~ shall 
be complete within two years. 

In default the ordinance becomes void. 
Cheap Fare on Tickets Only. 
Passengers may have the advantage 
of a 3-cent fare rate only by purchas- 
ing 25 cents worth of tickets. No cash 
fares less than 5 cents will be accept- 
ed. Children below the age of 12 years 
may purchase six tickets for 19 cents 
and children under 3 years old may 
ride free when not occupying seats. 
Tickets are to cover the free bridge 
crossing. The transfer scheme provides 
for a continuous trip from any one point 
to any other point on the system. The 
clause relating to fares is one that could 
be regulated by the city under the terms 

of the new public utilities law. 

The franchise is asked for 50 years. 
It is specifically stated that the prop- 
erty shalll never be leased, sold or 
merged with the United Railways or its 
successor. The compary agrees to pay 
to the city during the life of the fran- 
chise $250,000 in installments of $7500 an- 


nually. 
Pneumatic and Heat Bills. 


The bill for pneumatic packet trans- 
mission, for which Messrs. Abadie and 
Hodgman ask a franchise under all the 
streets, alleys, bridges and public places 
in St. Louls, goes only to the extent 
of describing the physical part of the 
construction. Pipes and tubes are not 
only to be used as carriers of pack- 
ages, but for. the distribution of heat 
and refrigeration for public and private 
use.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—“See Lat- 
ta” instead of ‘‘See Loeb” probably will 
be the official formula at the White 
House after next January, unless all 
signs fail in wet weather. William 
Loeb Jr., secretary to President Roose- 
velt, is expected to resign about that 
time to become President of the Wash- 
ington Street Railway and Electric Co., 
and Maurice A. Latta, first assistant 
secretary ‘to the President, 
to rise from his present $3000 a year 
job into Loeb’s $5000 a 
billties. 

Mr. Latta was born on a farm in 
Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania, 
Oct. 13, 1869. When he was 10 his par- 
ents moved West and settled in Jackson 
County, Kansas, near the town of Hol- 
ton. Young Latta received his educa- 
tion in the public schools of Holton 
and at Campbell College. 

At the time of the opening to settle- 
ment of the Cherokee strip, Mr. Latta 
came to Oklahoma and received an ap- 
pointment as clerk of the Probate 
Court of Noble County. It was there 
that he met and married Miss Clara 
H. Bullon of Perry. 

In 1895 Mr. Latta became a stenogra- 
pher in the General Land Office at 
Perry, at a salary of $900 a year. Three 
years later he was transferred to the In- 
terior Department, where he remained 
until 190 when he was detailed for duty 
at the White House as a stenographer. 
Because of his efficiency, Secretary

Charles Lee Was Writing Letter to 
Eva Benbrook When His Parent 


Interfered and Was Slain. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
McLEANSBORO, Il, May 10.—Grief-stricken and 


able, pretty Eva Benbrook, aged 14, sits at her home near Mace- 
donia, mourning over a tragedy of which she was the innocent 
cause. It-was because Perry S. Lee, prominent farmer and chair- 
man of the Hamilton County Board of Supervisors, snatched from 
his 15-year-old son, Charles, a letter which he was writing to her, 
that the youth ‘struck the blow which caused his fater’s death 
Wednesday.

Lee died Wednesday morning from 
concussion of the brain, due to a blow 
with a fence picket dealt by 
April 29. He did not recover 
mess or speak after he was struck. 

The mutual! infatuation of the bov 
girit had. been frowned upon by 
parents; The frequent letters 
they had exchanged for a year 
the boy to receive many upbraidings 
from both his father and who 
felt that his interest was dis 
tracted from his ‘studies.

Five statements concerning the population of 
St. Louis have been made public. All except one 
are estimates. The one count was that made by 
the police, which gave 699,058.. The Million Club 
accepts this count as merely an approximate re- 
sult. It properly makes allowance for errors in 
a hasty census taken by men unaccustomed to 
the work. It cannot be accepted as an accurate 
count, such as would be made by an expert body 
|} of men, specially charged with the work and with 
abundant time and facilities at command. 

The estimate put forward by the Census Bureau 
—which is 55,000 below the police count and differs 
from all the estimates by more than that number 
—is palpably inaccurate. It was obtained by a

crease of population. The local directory, which 
is usually accurate, places the population at 731,- 
J90, and the estimate of the Health Department is 
710,000. The actual population probably lies 
somewhere between these two. An estimate is 
sounder than a careless count. 

It may safely be assumed that the increase in 
population in the last six years is from 125,000 to 
150,000, which represents double the normal rate 
of growth, and which, if continued, would bring 
St. Louis near the million class in the census of 
1910. Regardless of census estimates, the fact 
that St. Louis is growing rapidly is apparent to 
everyone. The increase in buildings, manufactur- 
ing plants, capital invested, bank clearings, bank 
deposits and in trade, indicates a tremendous 
growth of profitable activity, which signifies a 
proportionate growth in population. 

But great as the growth of St. Louis has been 
since the World’s Fair particularly, the growth 
will be far greater in the next four years of the 
decade.

OHN GREENLEAF WHITTIER was ove of he 
sweetest poets that this country or any other 
has ever produced, and this in spite of 
that he was doomed to live and erie 
die a bachelor 

In the spring of 18%, when the poet wae abies 2 
years old, he did his first and last courting : 

In the quaint old town of Marbichead, in the hon 
of a well-to-do shipmaster, dwelt; Evelina Bray na 
shipmaster’s daughter. Evelina was “sweet sighed ? 
as pretty as @ peach and as pure as the wood vio. 
lets with which she loved to decorate her hatr and 
with the winsome, modest maiden Whittier fell des- 
perately in love. 

During the aforementioned springtime, as the flow 
ers were creeping up from under the snow and the 
landscape was taking on its delicate touches of the 
summer to come, young Whittier went down to Mar- 
blehead, found Evelina and told her of the sentiment 
that he could no longer conceal. To his joy, he 
learned that the sentiment was reciprocated. 

But the “course of true love did never yet run 
smooth,”’ and it was already decreed that Whittier’s 
was to be a “lost love.” 

The shipmaster of Marblehead was a ‘“‘worldly”. 
man, and one of his chief delights, when on shore, 
was to hear his daughter play on the piano and sing; 
while Whittier’s parents, as well as Whittier him- 
self, were of the strictest sect of the Quakers, in 
whose eyes a piano was an emblem of sin, ahd music 
the sure and certain mark of wickedness. 

Between these opposite, antagonistic and uncomproe- 
mising views of things there was no concord possible. . 
Whittier Knew it; Evelina Bray knew it; and, like 
the philosophers that they were, they concluded to 
say no more to each other upon the tender subject— 
and they never did. 

Five years later—in 1833—the couple met again, but 
no word was spoken of the affection that each knew 
was in the other's heart. It was the meeting of 
friends, that was all. 

It was not unti) 188, at a class reunion at the 
Haverhill Acaiemy, that the poet and his sweetheart 
again stood face to face. Since he had last beheld 
her 52 years had rolled away! The two Were now 
old—the rose had faded from £velina’s cheek, and 
into her lover’s face wrinkles had stolen, and upon 
his head Old Time had left his rime. 

But the heart never grows old; love is immortal— 
immortality young and fresh—and parting from his 
old love forever, the poet went home to write the 
touching lines: 

Look forth once more through space and Ume 
And let thy sweet shade fall 

In tendrest grace of soul and form 
On Memory’s frescoed wall— 
A shadow, and yet all.

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HE Comptroller has stated that 
T the new Art Museum tax will be- 
gin to be collected in September. 
At present all the expenses of the mu- 
seum are still being met from such 
means as our Board of Control and the 
friends of the museum find it possible 
to supply, and (largely from annual 
membership fees. The great popularity 
of the museum's permanent collections 
is the result of what has been done in 
this way. While the new Art Museum 
tax income, when available, added to 
other resources of the museum, will 
produce great results, it will truly need 
supplementing by all proper means. 

New York's museum, with its acquisi- 
tions atid up-keep, costs about a mil- 
licn dollars a vear. The income from 
our own museum in cash and art ob- 
jects, from gifts and bequests from 
friends, annual admissions, etc., is al- 
ready much greater than the amount 
which will be yielded by the Art Muse- 
um tax. The average increase in the 
value of the museum property in the 
last five years has been more 
than double the- amount of the 
prospective income from the _ tax, 
and in addition to this income, 
annually added to our “capital” or per- 
manent investment for the benefit of 
the city, all the expenses have been 
paid. The Art Museum is open to all 
the public every day, from 9 o'clock un- 
til 5 or later. The great days for the 
people are Sundays and holidays and 
many thousands avail themselves of the 
privileges which the museum now sup- 
plies. Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays 
and all holidays are free days, with no 
admission fee charged. On other days 
the admission fee is 25 cents, which goes 
toward paying expenses of exhibitions 

and acquisitions and building up the 
,museum. It is planned to. establish 
more free days, but it is believed that 
most people will gladly contribute di- 
rectly to building up a great museum 
in St. Louis by paying the small admis- 
sion fee on other than free days. All 
public art museums in America and 
Europe have pay days. 

Pay Days at All: Museums. 

The New York, Brooklyn, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Buffalo,  In- 
dianapolis and other art museums have 
annual members who pay for annual 
admission tickets. Their names are 
placed on mailing lists and they receive 
copies of all announcements of coming 
exhibitions, ete. They form a group of 
people interested in’ the art museum, 
each willing to contribute a little to- 
wards making it a success. Our experi- 
ence is that from these friends of the 
art museum, the annual members, come 
the gifts of art works, without which 
the city art museum fund would be 
all insufficient to give us a museum 
commensurate with our great city. The 
cash income from these annual tickets 
is also a vitally important matter to the 
museum. Even the rich Metropolitan 
Art Museum in New York places great 
value on its groups of annual members. 
In return for their Interest and persone! 
influence in the educational work of the 
museum and their annual payments, 
which do so much to build up its work, 
the holders of these tickets have the 
privilege of admission to the galleries at 
all times without further payment, and 
of being especially notified of all open- 
ings of exhibitions, etc., and of receiv- 
ing the various publications of the mu- 
seum. When a new exhibition is to be 
opened in St. Louis, the press and the 
holders of annual admission tickets are 
advised of the opening day. Usually an 
informal reception is held in honor of 

_ the exhibition or the artists represent- 
ed. The afternoon receptions in the St. 
Louis Museum may be attended by any 
respectable person willing to pay the ad- 
mission. 

The Art Museum is for all the people. 
Not long ago one of the musical organ- 
izations visited the galleries in a body 
and the members were addressed on the 
collections by Prof. Emerson, the noet- 
ed archaeologist. Next week a number 
of ladies will be addressed on important 
examples among the late acquisitions, 
by Mr. Edmund H. Wuerpel of the Art 
School. All who happen to be in the 
museum at the time wij. be privileged 
te attend. Nearly a hundred lectures 
have been given during the past year, 
and all have been open to the public. All 
this is part of the educational work. 


Special Lecture Days. 

It is planned to have syeh special oc- 
casions for the benefit of various trades, 
organizations and groups of people. For 
instance, the applied art collections wil] 
be especially explained in lectures pre- 
pared for the benefit of groups of work- 
men in the trades in which the lessons 
to be derived can be utilized. Of course, 
they will also be explained to the gen- 
eral public, but necesgarily in a more 

. ®eneral way, less technically. It is 
equally proper for a woman's club to be

leries. 

It seems to the Board of Control quite 
reasonable that receptions should be 
held in honor of special exhibitions, or 
artists, or art events, and that these re- 
ceptions are to the credit of this city.

I do not beleve that any seri- 
ous-minded people will object to our 
continuing methods which have built 
up the museum as It now exists. of 
course, there must be modifications 
from time to time. It will, of course, be 
the earnest desire of the Board of Con- 
trol to produce the greatest results for 
the city.
